TO EXTEND 
CENTRAL TO 
PORTAGE 

The Kenosha News has the, following: 
The \Visconsin Central Railway company, 
if reports are to be believed, is to build ex- 
tensively in this and Walworth county 
during the coming summer as it Is stated 
that the company is plnnniug to build a 
line. from the village of Trevor, in the 
town of Salam, to Lake Geneva. The plans 
have been worked out to extend the line to 
Portage later and from Portage a' direct 
line will be built into Milwaukee. 

This story is partially backed up by the 
fact that tha representatives of the com- 
pany have recently been buying up land in 
tho western port of this couaty, and they 
have already started the work of building 
the grade for the proposed line. 

The new line will not be of a great value 
to Kenosha. county beyond the fact that it 
will offer the villages of Wilmot and 
Slade's ' Corners a direct .connection -with 
Chicago and with the towns about Lake 
Geneva. 

The plans seem to indicate that for the 
present time the ■ extension of the Hue i 
planned largely Yor the benefit of the sum- 
mer resorts in this' and Walworth couaty. 
Hundreds of people go from Lake Geneva 
to Chicago daily and for some time the 
.Central has been seeking to secure this 
business. This line can now be built with- 
out a great deal of expense as the grade 
has been made for most of the way. In 
fact it is stated that the grade for a line as 
far as Jefferson has been completed. 

Added to the passenger traffic that the 
company might get out of such, a line the 
company has planned to build to Wilmot

What are the rights of a detective? ■ 

May he parley with a thief, recover part 
of a large sum of money, and refuse to 
proceed farther with the clients, leaving 
the client's two sons under the terrible 
suspicion that they robbed their own old 
father? 

. These are the questions that Homer 
Fischer, of Wauconda, will try out in the 
law courts if he does not come to a satis- 
factory settlement with Detective Ben- 
tbnsen, of Crystal Lake: 

A week ago Monday Fischer's coat was 
hanging carelessly in a saloon at Wau- 
conda kept by one Murphy. Hanging 
around the place were Fisher's two sons. 
. In the coat was the sum of 9800 in cash, 
all In 4100 bills, the numbers on which 
Mr. Fischer did not know.

As' the matter now,' 
stands he is accused, of being, accessory 
after the fact, or an accomplice' in the 
crime. There is even a more' serious al- 
legation made that tbe detective received 
hush money not to speak, which involves 
tbe charge of blackmail.

OLD IDEA IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 



Use of Color. Was First Suggested 
in the Fifties, 

In tho early 60b Foltovln, a well- 
known photographic experimentalist, 
patented a process by which a photo- 
graphic Imago could be printed In a 
pigment mixed with oil. 

It soemB to have been entirely neg- 
lected by the photographers of that 
time, and has long been, forgotten. 
But It lias, a ii I to recently, been redis- 
covered, and the method has-been 
seized upon by advanced amateurs as 
one peculiarly fitted to give them 
that control over the light and shade 
of the print which they consider In- 
dispensable. 

Tbe process Is briefly this: Good 
stiff cartridge paper la coated with 
gelatine, dried and subsequently sen- 
sitized in a 2% per cent bath of po- 
tassla bichromate. Once more dried, 
It la exposed to light beneath a nega- 
tive In the ordinary manner. 

Soaked In water, those portions of 
tho picture which have received moat 
light have become Insoluble and "do 
not retain moisture, while the 
"lights" swell up and absorb much 
water. It Is proverbial that oil and 
water will not mix, and when a roller 
charged with oil color la applied to 
the print only the Insoluble, shadows 
will have anything to do with the 
color; they receive It, while the lights 
of the picture repel It. 

The process Ib an. interesting one, 
and, although of Buch -ancient date, 
may be regarded as still In an experi- 
mental stage. — Chambers* Journal. -

"Zion City is to adopt a new municipal 
policy," said a man high in the confidence 
of the Zion officials to a reporter. "I am 
not prepared to give you the details of the 
change," be continued, **In - fact nothing 
has as yet* been announced even, lb . Zion, 
but it is under advisement and the an- 
nouncement is likely to be made at any 
time now. 

"The principal chsnges to' be made are 
the bonding of the city and granting- sites 
to outside factories on Zion's lake 'front 
land. Heretofore Zion City bus had not a 
dollar of bonded indebtedness nnd it is 
now proprosed to bond the city and with 
he money thus secured hasten the muni- 
cipal improvement. 

"This will of course be a radical depart" 
ure from the established policy of Zion, but 
I know it is being seriously considered and 
then it -isn't near so -great a change of 
policy as the factory change will be. Now 
everything, commercially. speaking,. in our. 
Zion is in Dr. Bowie's name, but if -the 
nf-w policy goes through, outside factories, 
will be given choice sites' on tbe lake front, 
the only condition being that they employ 
Zion labor. 

"Tho Zion officials figure, that this in- 
ducement will draw some of tbe best, con- 
cerns in the country to Zion City. You 
see in Zion no labor unions ore allowed 
and no labor troubles can ever occur, and 
this fact alone will be'a big inducement to 
the factories and will result in plenty- of 
work for every worker in thBcityv .

When the extra session of congress is 
called in October the President will present 
for its consideration the two question*

On 
tbe other hand the senate represents to a 
considerable extent the great corporate in- 
terests of the count. y, and as a body it will 
be 'no mora inclined to pass the railroad 
rate bill nt (be coining session than it was 
at the last, The new house of representa- 
tives will in id I likelihood pass a rate bill 
as easily as the last one but.it will -be .in 
the senate that a blockade con almost 
Jrrely' be 'predicted. There are senators 
from -the -greatest states in the union who 
represent in tha senate hot tbe people of 
their states but private' corporate interests 
and it is the corporation senators who will ' 
be responsible for the defearof. the bill. 
One thing nlone can prevent tbe miscar- 
riage of tbsse reforms and that ia for the 
corporation senators to be made to under- 
stand in no uncertain way that they. are in 
the senate to lepresent the people and to 
fol fill their wishes. During tbe summer 
months the people will have an opportun- 
ity through the press and other sources to • 
inform ; tbeir .senators what tbey desire in 
tbe matter and to find out as well, where 
their 'senators stand on these important' 
matters. Men who are representing great 
trusts, in the senate whether they be the 
Express Company trust, railroad ■ trusts, 
coal trust or any other monopoly should be ■' 
catechised by the people and made to de- ■ 
clare themselves. Lf railway rate legisla- 
tion is to be effected in ihis or any other . 
congress it can only be by the people fore- . 
ing .the senators to represent the states 
aright and not according to tho distates of 
tbe companies for whom they act as agents 
in' the senaee.

When to Prune. 

If criVcfully nnd properly done with 
sharp tools thnt make n clean, smooth 
cut, It makes little difference when 
pruning is done provided the tempera- 
ture is above freezing. Trees should 
never be trimmed 'when tho wood Is 
frozen, as the wound does not heal 
readily, nnd the stubs dry in, turn 
black and make unsightly blemishes 
on tho tree, Wounds rondo in June 
will probably heal more quickly and 
more thoroughly than nt nny other 
season, but the practical fruit grower 
Is too busy nt that llmo to do tho 
work. Tho Inter In tho Bprlng wo do 
the work— that Is, (bo nciiror wo np* 
pronch the time when the sap Is flow- 
ing— the loss damage will be done by

Intelligent men nnd 
women, seeking the health of their 
fnmllles, physical moral and spiritual, 
arc taking up homes where acres 
abound, and are giving to rural life 
something It bus lucked before. The 
practical farmer finds In these addi- 
tions to Ills tie ighhorh noil circle stimu- 
lus and cheer, and the children of the 
farm nnd nf the families from the city 
find mutual pleasure In association. 
The movement is nn ul!-n round good 
one. It marks n new era In rural life 
nnd n chance of inestimable value to 
thoRc with courage enough to pull up 
stakes ami leave tho town. It Is one 
of tho most encouraging signs of tho 
times. — Exchange.

It 
does not pay to use grain and hay 
when grnBs Is better and cheaper. For 
the necessnry food supply of the farm 
stock twenty acres of good pasture la 
worth more than twenty acres In rice, 
allowing for the difference In Inbor. 

I nm not much of a believer In speci- 
fic rules, except one rule, and thnt is 
for every farmer to study Ids farm 
nml sec If he ennnot mnkc more out 
of It thnn he lias hceu doing; keep a 
better book nceount of each crop and 
determine where the gain or less 
comes In, Investigate tho value of 
grasses, forage crops and legumes. — 
Dr. S. A. Knapp, in Gulf Coast Farm- 
er. 

Profitable Cherries. 

My experience In growing cherries 
hns convinced me that the most profit- 
able varieties of sour cherries nre 
Richmond nnd the large Montmorency, 
There nre Home others thnt nre larger 
nnd finer fruit, hut they nre not pro- 
ductive enough, says Charles Black of 
New Jersey.

John D. Hoc ke feller, the donor of 
?100,000 to tbe Amerlcnu Hoard of For- 
eign MlasIoiiH of the Ceufrregationnl 
clmrcli, Is shown at the left of tho pie 
turc; to the right Is the Iter. Washing- 
ton Gladden of CotuiuhiM, Ohio, who op- 
poses the acceptance of the donatlou on 
the ground that the money was Illegally 
extorted from tho people. Hockafellcr'a 
gift lins aroused a storm, of protests, 
coupled with dctiunclntioiM of the bit- 
terest kind, from the Cougregntlonal cler- 
gy. Dchiw nrc two of these stinging al- 
lusions to the Standard Oil magnate: 
, Itev. Dr. Gladden, pastor of the leu fl- 
ing Congregational church of Columbus, 
Ohio, says: 

"The money proffered to our Uonrd 
of Missions comes out of a colossal es- 
tate, whoso foundations were laid In tha 
most relentless rapacity known to moil- 
em commercial history. The United 
Btntes government Is now engaged in a 
strenuous attempt to ferret out and pun- 
ish this Injustice. And the people of the 
United States linve a tremendous hattli 
on tlielr hands .with the corporate greed, 
which hns Intrenched itself In this titroug- 
liold and has learned to use the railways 
for the oppression and spnliatlon of tho 
people. And now, on the eva of this bat- 
tle, .they are asked to accept a great 
gift of money from the man who more 
completely than any other represents the 
system they have summoned to fight, I 
hope Congregntlona lists are not mean 
enough to take his motley nnd then turn 
around ami light him.

Why American Consulship* Are 80 
l-'aserlr Hniiglit. 

Never before nt the beginning of on 
administration has there bcea such a 
rush of applicants for diplomatic and con- 
sular places as at present, and never be- 
fore have so few of these places been 
available, owing partly to the fact that 
tho President has already promised many 
of them to personal friends and part- 
ly to the policy of retaining In ofllce In- 
cumbents with good records. Ordinarily, 
it Is said there are from ten to tt dozen 
applicants for each foreign appointment 
at the beginning of nn administration. 
At present there are twenty applicants 
for each Job. 

These positions, especially tu the con- 
sular service, are rendered attractive by 
the fees for administering oaths, for ac- 
knowledging deeds, etc.- These fees at 
some posts amount to far more than the 
salary. . H. Clay Kvnns, our consul gen- 
eral to Loudon, receives a salary of $5,- 
000 per annum; but In 1003 his "nota- 
rial" fees amounted to $10,1103. Thus he 
received a totnl of more than $15,000. 
Consul Gencrnl Qowdy, at Purls, realiz- 
ed, all told, $13,970, §5,000 of which was 
salary. Consul' Boyle, at Liverpool, re- 
ceived $0,S1S lu unofficial fees. 

Men of wealth nmoug* the applicants 
are many, though they are not looking 
for the money. The occupancy of an du- 
ctal post, even in the consular service, 
gives a social standing abroad It Is diitl- 
cult to obtain otherwise. It Is for this 
reason that Americans with social ambi- 
tion and wealth to back it up are so 
eager to get these appointments.

Its Use Hn Given Impetus to the Clo- 
uting Habit. 

The Invention of the typewriter has 
given a tremendous Impetus to the 
dictating habit, especially among busi- 
ness men, says the Atlantic, Monthly. 
The mare ephemeral literary produc- 
tions of tho day aro dictated, some- 
times to s stenographer for transcrip- 
tion, and often directly to the ma- 
chine. In either case the literary ef- 
fects of the dictation habit are too 
manifest to need elaboration. The 
standards of spoken language, which 
In tho days of the past stood out in 
marked contrast with tho terseness 
and precision of written composition, 
giving rise to tbe saying that no good 
speech ever read well, liavo crossed 
over to the printed page. 

This means not only greater dlf- 
fubeness, Inevitable with any lessen- 
ing of the tax on words which tho la- 
bor of the writing Imposes, but It also 
brings forward tho point of view of 
one who speaks. There Is tho dispo- 
sition on tho pnrt of the talker to ex- 
plain as If watching the facial expres- 
sion of his hearers to see how far 
they were following. 

This attitude Is not lost when his 
audience becomes merely or clicking 
typewriter. It Is no uncommon thing 
In the typewriting booths at the cap- 
ital In Washington to see congress- 
men, in dictating letters, -use the most 
vigorous gestures, as if the oratorical 
methods of persuasion could be trans- 
mitted to the printed page.

The Congress that adjourned four weeks 
ngo and tho special senate session that ad- 
journed two weeks ago, have receded far 
enough from immediate view to permit 
prospective study.

country will keep him in tbe White House 
whether he will or not,, until his .task is 
done, and will nlao,; in' duo course, by elec- 
tion, give him a Senate less- * obd urate '_ to

Canal Comuilmdoticri* Q"'* «* Request 
of lite I'runldent. 

President Roosevelt has asked for and 
received the resignations of nil of ttis 
members uf tho Isthmian canal controls* 
slotv. He Is now at liberty to reorganise 
tlio commission upon any basis that the 
exigencies of tlie work to be performed 
upon the Is tli in ua may sceurto require, 
sad tlio announcement Is made that the 
President lias selected as .the head of 
the now commission Theodore P. Shonts. 
president of the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western Railway, which is more widely 
known as tho "Clover Leaf" Hue. 

Whether he will reappoint nny of tha 
members of the existing board will de- 
pend upon themselves nnd circumstances. 
He would be glad to have Messrs, Wil- 
liam llnrclny Parsons, William II. Burr, 
Denjniuln M. Hnrrotl ami Cnrl Ewald 
Grunsky, who are civil engineers of high 
attainment, resume their old positions 
with the understand ing that Instead of 
devoting themselves to thu executive and 
financial details of the enterprise they 
shall proceed tu the Isthmus of Panama 
forth with and assume personal supervis- 
ion of certain sections of tho canal, 
which are to he created hereafter. This 
will involve a complete surrender of their 
present authority as commissioners and 
submission to Chief Engineer Wallace, 
who Is to be a member of the reorgan- 
ized board. 

It Is understood that Messrs. Parsons, 
Burr and Grunsky already have signi- 
fied a willingness to accept reappoint- 
ment under terms which the President 
will dictate, und thnt hereafter they will 
be prepared to take up their several res- 
idences on the isthmus, where they can 
personalty look after tlie engineering de- 
tails of the wuvk of constructing the 
cannL 

The selection of Mr. Shoots" docs not 
Imply that he is a ?100,000 man, a Wash- 
ington correspondent says. His salary 
will be $".o,000 per year, tlie same ns 
tliat of Chief Engineer Wallace, The 
fiction about .the President seeking to 
employ as chief executive of the canal 
enterprise a man of snlllclent executive; 
talent nnd experience to justify payment 
to him of a salary of $100,000 per year 
was not conceived by the President.

It Is 
no violation of coulidciice to state that 
the President could have employed *nuy 
one of a doxon successful railway men 
for that salary.

During tlie pitHt week Japan lias won 
another great victory over Russia. 
This time, however, it wus not on n 
Inittletlold In Manchuria, but in the 
world's ilnniiclnl capitals; At tlie very 
time when Russia tins been laboriously 
endenvurlng to Induce French bankers 
to ltiuku her u new loan, uml when she 
Is striving lo keep her spirits up by 
talking cheerfully about thnt most de- 
ceptive Hi I UK, a Russian Inter mil loan, 
Jupitti at the mere n ski tig Una flouted 
a ?lo0,00U,00O Uniu hi I*iiidou and 
New York on miicli better terms than 
her previous wnr Inn tin, nnd at that sko 
bus seen her alTerliig of bonds almost 
ten tliucH oversubscribed. 

If the Russian government were at 
all open to reason, a situation like this, 
follows nt; linvil ui ii ii i the crushing de- 
feat of .Mukden,, would give nmple 
grounds to credit the pence tnlk tlmt 
bus been henrd during the pus I week. 
Unfortunately, however, It appears^ 
tlmt llusslu, from being unwilling to 
talk pence at nil,' bits progresxed only 
fur enough to be willing to talk pence 
on her own terms, She has not yet 
been taught to know her Japnu, 

Upon that very weak reed, Itojest- 
vcusky, Russia now seems Inclined lo 
lean, which is a fair I ml ten thin that 
the Lltiovltcu reed must lie even weak- 
er. :RoJcHtvcusky sailed from Nosse 
Be March 10, ami the latest squadron 
from Russia stilled from Suez March 
20, apparently to Join him. Japanese 
scout ships tire known to be watch- 
ing nil the itmStt piiHsages to the Eust 
from the Indian Ocean, but whero Ad- 
miral Togo hud tils fighting fleet are 
we I 've no hint. There mny be a 
great sen tight soon, or it may be de- 
ferred till Rojestveiisky reaches Far 
Eastern waters, If ho ever reaches 
tbem. 

Dispatches from Toklo Indicate that 
Oynma's army is gradually moving 
uortbwurd. Three detachments west 
and east of tha railroad are reported 
nt positions that seem to be oa the 
average about twenty-rlvc miles north 
of where they were a week or ten dnya 
ago. St. Petersburg dispatches express 
a fear that another cuv eloping move- 
ment tins begun. 

The Russian army has remained Id 
apparently hopeless Inactivity at 
Slplugbai, sc veutj-- four miles north of 
Tie pass. The Japanese forces are 
known to be enveloping this position, 
for one column of their troops has been 
discovered twenty-seven miles north- 
cast, whilo another column Is known 
to be advancing northward west of the 
railroad. Already tho Jupauese center 
has advanced so fnr northward that Its 
grins have been bombarding the Rus- 
sian rear guard since Wedncsdny. 

UnoUlcial dispatches from Gunshil 
puss Indicate Oyuma's strategy. He 
Is menu cl tig Klrln with his right whig 
and advancing hts left west of the 
railroad in an apparent endeavor to 
reach the Sungnrl river before Llne- 
vitch begins his Inevitable retrcu Latter" 
the battle which he Is now about to 
begin. 

Apparently it Is the Intention of tbo 
Japanese- to waste none of the dnya or 
weeks of cold weather mid compara- 
tively good roads which are left to 
them. After the thaws come, rapid 
marching and the prompt movement 'of 
heavy guns will be out of the ques- 
tion. 

Gen. Llnevi teh's purpose In making 
a stand at Slplngbnl Is not under- 
stood, even In St. Petersburg, where it 
is frankly admitted that he la largely 
outnumbered by Oynma's advanclag 
forces. Yet St. Petersburg takes a 
cheerful view of the sltuntlon. it la 
declared ttint the Russian losses at 
Mukden have been exaggerated and 
that many of tha prisoners taken by 
tho Jnps were non-combatants. Un- 
doubtedly Gen. Llnevltch is dally re- 
ceiving reinforcements. But it is a 
question whether he will bo able to 
withstand the Japanese pressure. If 
he should evacuate his present posi- 
tions there Is no place between them 
and Harbin where he can make a 
stand with nny hope of escaping enor- 
mouss losses of men and guns. , 



Two explosions, one following ut- 
most Instantly uimn the other, so that 
tbey appeared to huro been simulta- 
neous, killed thirty-four men and In- 
jured eight In Joseph I .oJ tor's mine 
In Zolglor, III., Monday morning. Tho 
llrst explosion was tu the air shaft, 
followed by the greater upheaval In 
the main shaft. 

Forty men of tho day Rlilft, ten on 
each of four eae.es, hnd gone to the 
bottom. They were there when tho 
explosion took place. Snpt. Hurd di>- 
dared the dead tm in bored thirty- four 
and inny number thlrty*iilno. Tho 
majority of tho dead are, Greeks and 
Lithuanians whu- went hy numbers. 
Resides tbu thirty- four dead, tlireo 
In ken out have Intul Injuries and may 
swell the dentil list. 

Among the dead Is a workman who 
had been cm ployed lu this tipple, foriy 
feet above ground. Three near him 
received probably 'fatal injuries. 

■In the effort to recover the entombed 
men 11 vb rescuers were overcome by 
uftordninp. All the. searchers were let 
down by hand, In two instances the 
men ubovo wore nearly overcome by 
gas. # 

Tlie explosion was heard twelve 
miles away ntnl crowd* rushed to the 
mine mouth, but rescue work was pre- 
vented then by tho llnmes, smoke, nnd 
suffocating ghses arising from the 
mine. Women and children, relatives 
of the entombed men, crowded about 
the mine, crying tu know of their 
loved ones, but not until night were 
the rescuers able to secure any of tha 
bodies. 

Rx pi onion Cnttacd by Accumulated Oqn. 
Tho belief Is that the gas which ac- 
cumulated over Sunday, owing, R is al- 
leged liy W. D. Ryan, secretary of the 
United Mine Workers of America, to 
the fact that tho miners did not know 
bow to deal with lire dump, und that 
Uie mine was full of it 
*A cage was resting at the mouth of 
the shaft to allow a force of medio ti- 
les to enter the mine, J. L. Wood of 
Cleveland. Ohio, was Btepplng on tbo 
cage when the explosion occurred. »IIe 
wns killed outright The Unities, leap- 
lug out ot the shaft, burned several 
others, all of whom may recover, An 
overcoat worn by oiw of tlie.se work- 
men was turn from his back and car- 
ried, to tlie top of the tipple, 100 feet 
away. A six-ton rage was blown oOO 
feet from the bottom of the shaft to 
the tipple. 

A miraculous escape from death was 
experienced hy n workman on tlie air 
shaft. The concussion hitilcl him six- 
ty feet Into the air, and he fell outside 
tho stockade, seventy- live yards away.

FOUR 8LAIN IN WARSAW FIGHT.

Forty O th cm Wounded In Clash Bo* 
tirceii Mob and Police, 

At Warsaw, In a battle between 'a mob 
of Jews nnd a police patrol In the streets 
four Jews were killed and forty wound- 
ed, Two or more of the wouadcd may 
die. Scores of nrrests followed the con- 
diet. 

Tat tronblo began la Dulkn streat, 
when a crowd of 1,000 persons, nearly 
all Jews, and members of the socialistic 
band, gathered in tho street under the 
pretext of holding n memorial meeting 
for a former socialist leader. As the 
mob swung Into the street, mauy bearing 
red flags, R was met by a mixed pollcs 
and military patrol of twenty men. 

The police declare the socialists' fired 
revolvers at them, the leaders inciting 
the mob to attack the patrol, which there- 
upon flred several volleya Into tho crowd. 
At least forty-four persons were Been to 
fall, but the crowd removed all except 
nine of the wounded, two of whom were 
women.

This year there will be commenced a 
scries of disbursements to Indians of tho 
fire civilized tribes that will total up 
way Into the millions. Tribal govern- 
ments nro to cense in 1000, provided 
Uncle Sum can close up tho accounts 
of the five tribes by Hint time. 

With the funds on hand, the sale of 
town sites, royalties and the sale of sur- 
plus Intid the total amount of property 
to be given to the Indians, nut including 
their a Hutments, will amount to about 
j.15,000,000. If all these funds were to 
be disbursed during the year 11)00, mid 
each Indian hi the five civilized tribes 
should gel on c<)unl share, It would 
amount to about $."00 per capita, but 
they will not share equally, us there will 
bo a difference in the amount of money 
received by tlie different tribes. 

In the cnBC of (tie Osage iiatloa, for 
Instance, there Is nearly $8,000,000 to 
their credit In the United States Treas- 
ury, the Interest being « utile lent to pay 
each I ml la u an n initial Income of $101, 
In addition tn this the tribe has 1,000,- 
000 acres of I und, tho salo of which, ut 
a low figure, added to the funds on do- 
posit, would complete nu average for 
each of the 1,01^ Osuges of nearly $7,- 
000, 

Despite thcRc figures the fiict remains 
that many of the Indians are very pour. 
It Is also true that these disbursements 
may nnd probably will be .dragged out 
to cover months of time In the payment. 
Indlnn payments usually are. Ry the 
time all the land and property Is sold 
and the funds disbursed among tha In- 
dians, some of the thrifty ones will liava 
absorbed a great deal not due them, and 
others will have hecomu very poor In all 
probability.

Chicago hns Justified its pretension to 
be tho largest hog market, the largest 
cottjo market, the largest lumber mar- 
ket, the largest grain market, the largest 
packing cenLer and the largest rail- 
road center In the world; and now 
It seems to be reaching out for the dis- 
tinction of being tho largest divorce 
manufacturing city In either hemisphere. 
Of the divorces applied for only - per 
cent are contested. There nrc few delays 
of the law, no long arguments, no rlictor- 
Ical appeals by lawyer.*. The divorce 
laws arc constructed to work like u 
a team anw nnd they do so with a direct- 
ness and expedition which must be 
■hocking to many. 

Saturday, which Is the great default 
divorce day of the week, the Illinois laws 
can be seen cutting the bonds of mar- 
riage at the rate of ten minutes to a 
marriage, nud by the doxen. There ore- 
usually four courts grinding out divorces. 

The speed with which husband and 
wife are ported is like the flash of the 
guillotine. While three witnesses' nrc 
generally heard— the complainant and 
two friends, who tell of the cruelty, of 
the desertion or other act alleged u gainst 
the absent husbnod or wife — no superflu- 
ous time Is consumed. The judge fre- 
quently asks the questions himself, to 
bring out the salient and necessary 
points as quickly ns possible. There la 
uo jury In defaults, and the cases are 
heard In open court. Sometimes tho 
granting of a decree occupies only five or 
fix minutes; sometimes only three min- 
utes. The average time Is ton minutes. 

Tho Illinois law permits divorce for 
eight causes, including such ns desertion 
or habitual drunkenness for two years, 
cruelty, nud attempting life of spouse. 
Those from other States who may seek 
release under Illinois law nro required 
to "live one year in the commonwealth. 

A Four- Moot lis 1 Record. 

That the divorce mills nrc working 
full time is evidenced by the following 
figures, covering the past few months. In 
the last two weeks In October there were 
SI cases heard and 03 new suits filed. In 
November the cases beard numbered 134, 
with 70 new suits. In December '135 
cases were heard and 2,1 applications for 
■epa ration were recorded. January's 
record is 100 cases heard and OS suits 
filed; nnd during the first three weeks 
of February there were CO cases beard 
nnd SS new applications— In all DS.1 
cases heard and 1234 new suits filed. And 
the "cases heard" might virtually be 
written "decrees granted," for a divorce 
decree is not refused in more than one 
out of DO cases brought to trial. 

It is women who keep the Chicago 
divorce mills grinding, four out of five 
suits being brought by the wife. De- 
spite this fact, one of the most notice- 
able things nbout the Chicago divorce 
courts Is the lack of the sentimental, 
tlio lack of feeling. Sorrow, regret, 
shame, disappointment arc not displayed 
by the average woman complainant. As 
a rule, the woman seeking divorce In 
Chicago gives ns practical and boilnsss- 
like an exhibition as cau be seen In a 
court room. Slic retails tho story of her 
married life with almost ns much uncon- 
cern ns though she were suing a laundry 
company ond were describing the ruining 
of a shirt waist. It is a business propo- 
sition. The law gives her eight chances

Lawyers, doctors, business 
men, clergymen, fashionable people, all 
figure in connection with the eight di- 
vorce cause?, just ns do policemen, butch- 
ers, plumbers, railroad conductors,- iroa 
tnolders and stock yard laborers.^ The 
body of divorce litigation is, however, re- 
cruited from the mass of small shopkeep- 
ers, artisans and manual workers.

WOOD COLORED WHEN GREEN. 



New Process the Idea of an Austrian 
Inventor. 

The use of colored woods In the 
construction of furniture has long 
been known, the material being stain- 
ed after the necessary seasoning 
process. 

A method has, however, recently 
been Introduced by an Austrian in- 
ventor. by which the wood is colored 
when in a green state. By means of 
& heavy pressure in a closed vessel 
the sap is driven out of the wood and 
Is replaced by the coloring Quid, 
which may consist of a solution of 
the more permanent aniline dyes. 

The best hind of woods for treat- 
ment are found to be birch, beech, 
alder, plane, elm and lime, oak, iir 
and pine being unsuitable, because 
they do not take the color uniformly. 

Tho colored wood Is used not only 
for furniture making, but for the 
manufacture of doors and window 
frames, . It can also be employed for 
outdoor purposes, In' which cose no 
painting Is necessary, although a 
coating of varnish would seem to be 
a necessity, 

For the fittings of ships, railway 
carriages end tram cars this stained 
wood appears to be eminently adapt- 
ed. Of late- factories for the working 
of tbo process have been established 
In Sweden. — Chambers' Journal.

Miss Blake at. once closed her 
school and prepared for a siege, The 
disease spread rapidly, and she estab- 
lished a quarantine as thoroughly of 
possible. Sho personally took care of 
fifty-four cases, and was then at- 
tacked herself. . She sent forty miles 
for antitoxin, but -when it arrived shrj 
had improved so much that she re-* 
served her;, supply , for others, and 
nursed patients, until they numbered 
In all seventy-six. 

The scourge had run Its course, 
and. she took a vacation, not for rest, 
but to attend a training school for 
nurses at Colorado Springs, As soon 
as her course was finished she went 
back to her work, but none too quick* 
ly, for she 'encountered an epidemic of 
typhoid fever, She' personally 'attend- 
ed quite a number of patients, and 
nursed them all back, to safety.
